A«wlnl»tratlou Platform. 


The Chicago Herald, the Buchanan 


organ of the northwest, annonuc« the 
following aa Us platform : " The Herald un- 
derstands the doctrine of the democratic 
party respecting slavery in the territories 
to be thin: that neither congress nor the 
ftople of the territories can prohibit slavery 
therein; but that the constitution, as in* 
(erpreted by the Supreme Ccurt of the 
United States, guarranloes to the slave- 
holder the right to take his slaves into tie 
territories and hold them there as property, 
and pledges tbe federal government to pro- 
ttct Aim in the peaceable' possession of such 
property in any territory in the United 
States ; that when the people of a territ- ry 
form a constitution preparatory to their 
kdmisiion as a state, THEX, AND SOT OSTIL 
THXtr, can they decide to prohibit slavery } 
and that when they have framed a consti- 
tution and ask to be admitted aa a state, 
if thetr constitution bo 'republican in 
form,1 and if they have complied with the 
proper laws in other rcspecta, congress 
mutt admit the new state wJiether its consti- 
tution permits or prohibits slavery" 


This is at least a frank avowal, and 


•Utes the position of the " national de- 
mocracy " without equivocation or conceal. 
neoU ID the "progress" of the party, 
the revival of the slave trade, and tbe 
extension of slavery into the free states, 
aider the provisions of the constitution, 
will *ooa follow, and be as openly acknowl- 
edged as the Herald now proclaims its 
repudiation of the principles upon which 
its leader was elected and his administra- 
tion inaugurated. 


We like such avowals as these of the 


Herald.
